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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-14,16-20, 22-27, and 29-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C: 102(b) as 
being clearly anticipated by Reynolds et al (Figs. 3, 4, and 12; col. 10, lines 25-44; col. 
12, lines 28-54). 

Applicant should note that the reference clearly discloses a carbonator including 
an oblong shaped housing (note Fig. 3), wherein the carbonation means thereof 
includes a carbon dioxide inlet (335) and a water inlet (325) and a carbonated water 
outlet (350). It should also be noted that hemispherical redirector (340) is placed 
relative to the liquid inlet to create a thin film of liquid upon cylindrical wall (302) to 
promote absorption of the carbon dioxide gas into the water. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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4. Claims 1 5, 21 , and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Reynolds et al taken together with any one of Delen, Holinger, or 
Kazuma. 

Reynolds et al (Figs. 3, 4, and 12; col. 10, lines 25-44; col. 12, lines 28-54) as 
applied to claims 1-14,16-20, 22-27, and 29-32 above, substantially disclose applicant's 
invention as recited by instant claims 15, 21, and 28, except for the cylindrical film 
forming surface thereof having apertures.to assist in the formation of the liquid film. 

Each of Delen (Fig. 1; page 1, col. 2, lines 4-14), Holinger (The Figure; page 2, 
col. 1, line 66 through col. 2, line 5), and Kazuma (Fig. 6, col. 10, lines 19-41) 
alternatively disclose providing an apertured cylindrical surface upon which a film of the 
liquid is formed so as to increase the contact area between the phases. It would have 
been obvious for an artisan at the time of the invention, to modify the cylindrical film 
forming surface of Reynolds et al, to include liquid delivery apertures therein, in view of 
any one of the alternative secondary references, since such would further extend the 
available gas/liquid contact surface area, thereby improving contact between the 
phases in a well understood manner.
